MORGAN BURLEY 
PRE-YULE SALES 
PASS $1 MILLION 

County’s Income Is 
Under Last Year’s 
As Holidays Start 

Morgan county's cash income 
front the 1955 hurley crop passed 
the million dollar mark Wednes¬ 
day as checks Continued to come 
in from crops sold prior to the 
holiday recess of sales on Wednes¬ 
day 

At the close of business on 
Wednesday, a total of 1,815 checks 
had cleared through the Com¬ 
mercial Bank here so far during 
the selling season for a total of 
$1.100.78217. 

On the same day last year a 
total of 1,922 checks hail cleared 
lor a total of $1,500.62 ! 37 Thus 
this year's income in same selling 
days has dropped under last 
year's by nearly $400.000 00 
Observers here estimate that 
two-thirds of the county’s tobaevj 
already has been sold and predict 
that the county's total income for 
the 1955 crop will be about one 
million dollars under last year's 
all-time record income of $2.- 
•27,000 00 

Burley sales averaged $59 94 
last week but dropped to $58.971 
on Wednesday of this week when 
the markets closed for the holi-1 
days Selling will be resumed on 
Jan. 3. 

To date a total of .175.284.000 
pounds of burley has been sold 
on Kentucky markets for an av¬ 
erage of $58.82.

Passes." The post office at Cancy I 
Creek Junior College in Knot: 
county Kentucky, was given thi-! 
name It is located deep in the 
mountains and towering, wooded

A road has been built across the 
mountain from Molly Gearhart's 
store about three miles from 
Hindman The road winds round 
deep gorges, and I remember the 
first time I drove down the moun¬ 
tain I wondered if l would ever 
be able to return and I realized 
how dangerous the drive was and 
that if something happened to my 
car and it went off the road it 
would be my last drive.

Hanks here early Monday night 
and fted with $2,040 in silver af¬ 
ter failing in an attempt to open 
a big safe containing $122,000 in 
currency. 

Left behind as they fled, ap¬ 
parently frightened when they 
ieared detection, were their tools 
a ladder and a flashlight. 

Agents of the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation were called here 
for an Investigation of the burg¬ 
lary, which was discovered Just 
before 7 a.m. by Bob Elam, em¬ 
ployee of the State Highway De¬ 
partment. as he started to enter 
th district highway office on the 
second floor of the bank build¬ 
ing. 

O. L. Miller of Winchester 
presideut of tne bank, said the 
burglars took the $2,040 from the 
vault and that most of it was in 
quarters and half dollars. 

The doors of a large safe in the 
front portion of the bank had been 
soaped, apparently in preparation 
for a nitroglycerin charge deto¬ 
nation. but the burglars fled be-1 
fore completing that effort

BURLEY TOBACCO 
GROWERS VOTE IS 
SET FOR DEC. 29 

Two-Thirds Must 
Approve If Price 
Support Wanted 

Burley tobacco growers will 
vote Dec. 29 on marketing quotas 
for the next three crops, Dillard 
Murphy, chairman of the Morgan 
County Agricultural Stabilization 
and Conservation committee, re¬ 
minds farmers. All growers who 
produced burley tobacco in 1955 
are eligible to vote in the refer¬ 
endum. 

For the 1956 burley crop, the 
Department of Agriculture has 
announced a marketing quota of 
365 million pounds which, con¬ 
verted to acres, results in 263,350 
acres for allotment in 1956. The 
1956 national allotment was de¬ 
termined on the basis of average 
yields during the 5 years 1950- 
54 

"The decision to be made in the 
quota referendum can be simply 
stated,” Chairman Murphy said. 
"If quotas are approved by at 
least two-thirds of the growers 
voting, marketing quotas—with 
penalties on ‘excess’ tobacco, ac¬ 
reage allotments and price sup¬ 
ports averaging 90 percent of par¬ 
ity will continue in effect for the 
1956 burley crop. 

"On the other hand, if more 
than one-third of the votes dis¬ 
approve quotas, there will be no 
marketing quotas, no penalties on 
'excess’ tobacco, no acreage al¬ 
lotments, and no price supports 
for the 1956 burley crop. 

Marketing quotas have been in 
effect for burley tobacco each 
year since enactment of the Ag¬ 
ricultural Adjustment Act of 1938 
except for 1939. when they were 
disapproved by growers. 

Burley Allotments mailed 

Farm acreage allotments foi 
burley tobacco for 1956 were 
mailed Dec. 20 and pofling places 
for the referendum on Dec. 29 
have been designated. 

The official notices of burley 
farm allotments will give every 
grower the size of his 1956 allot¬ 
ment before the referendum. If 
at least two-thirds of the grow¬ 
ers voting in the referendum ap¬ 
prove. quotas and acreage allot¬ 
ments will be in effect on burley 
for 1956. 1957 and 1958 Penalties 
for producing excess tobacco will 
also be in effect and price sup¬ 
port would be available to elig¬ 
ible growers. 

If marketing quotas are disap¬ 
proved, there will be no quotas, 
no acreage allotments, and no 
price support on burley in 1956.

MENIFEE MAN IS 
SHOT FATALLY 


FRENCHBURG, Ky., Dec. 20- 
Ray Amburgey, 33, of Indian 
Creek, Menifee county, was shot 
to death about 5:30 p.m. today 
and Freddie Ballard, also of Men¬ 
ifee county, later gave himself 
up to an officer and was lodged 
in the county jail here. 

The shooting occurred near 
the Leatherwood school. 

Coroner Joe Slusher said Am¬ 
burgey died instantly from a 12- 
gauge shotgun blast in the heart. 

Ballard gave himself up to the 
coroner. 

Coroner Slusher said Ambur¬ 
gey and Ballard had had trouble 
previously. He said Amburgey 
was in the Leatherwood school 
area when Ballard arrived in the 
company of Walker Hudson and 
Mib Nester, both of Menifee 
county. The coroner said Hudson 
and Nester witnessed the shoot¬ 
ing. 

Amburgey was a veteran of 
World War II.

FARMERS FAVOR PROGRAM 
(Lexington Herald! 

A pol 1 taken by The Herald-Leader, according 
to res-ults published in Sunday’s paper, reveals 
eighty-three percent of farmers questioned in 22 
Central and Eastern Kentucky counties favor 
continuation of the tobacco program. This is 
particularly significant in view of the fact that 
whatever opposition might develop to continua¬ 
tion of the program centers largely in this sec¬ 
tion where the principal brunt of the continued 
reduction in acreage has taken place. We may 
add quickly, however, that under Public Law 21 
of the Eighty-fourth Congress, further spread of 
the acreage which has been one of the chief 
bones of contention will be greatly retarded as 
very strict provisions regarding new acreage 
have been placed in the amended law. 

The most important fact brought out is that 
ninety-seven percent of the voters interviewed 
believe there will be a drop in hurley prices 
should the control program be defeated. They 
are absolutely right about that. If the tobacco 
control program is votsd cut in the referendum 
Associate Editor on December 29. under the law it goes out for a 
three-year period unless petitions signed by a 
considerable number of growers are submitted 
and another referendum is called for future years. 
However, if quotas announced by the Secretary 
of Agriculture are approved, if reduced produc¬ 
tion combined with a continued increase in do¬ 
mestic consumption and export bring supply into 
better balance with estimated demand, the reduc¬ 
tions can be restored as larger requirements are 
shown to exist. Furthermore, the new method 
of estimating the requirements, now made in 
pounds but converted into acres when national 
quotas are proclaimed, may be supplanted by a 
method that will permit of combined acreage- 
poundage allotments. 

Tobacco farmers are fully informed for this is 
not a federal program imposed on them by law, 
but is their program which has developed from 
the co-operative marketing permitted first by 
state law. undertaken through voluntary co¬ 
operative marketing and incorporated into law 
first through the Agricultural Adjustment Act of 
1933 and later by the Agricultural Adjustment 
Act of 1938 as amended and its successors, 
amendments and companion measures. 

Thus, obviously, the best opportunity for the 
tobacco farmers is to vote ‘Yes’ in the referendum 
of December 29 There is very little question 
that the threat of the reduction announced this 
year had its effect on the market This is not 
the time to take a chance.

That some students 
had been sent home for violation 
of this rule When time came tor 
lunch I was invited to eat with 
them. The students marched 
quietly into a large dining hall 
Boys seated at different tables to 
the girls. I was directed to .1 
table to eat with the men faculty. 
After lunch 1 continued my visi* 
and talking with the boys I said, 
"Now look here boys, vou sav 
that boys and girls don’t get to 
go together or write notes and 
etc. How to you manage to get 
around this?” One of the boys 
said, "You see that large stone 
building up there on the side of 
the mountain with a veranda go¬ 
ing around it and trees grow ing 
up to the porch Well we can 
climb up those Wahoo trees and 
talk to the girls and they don’t 
see us.” 

1 was greatly impressed with 
the fine work being done by the 
school I gave as favorable re¬ 
port as I could and wrote an as¬ 
sociate press report and told 
about the Wahoo trees for head¬ 
line.

7 STRAWBERRY 
MEETINGS TO BE 
HELD IN COUNTY 


At a countywide strawberry- 
meeting held in Morgan county 
in September and attended by 69 
Morgan county farmers and busi¬ 
nessmen interested in strawber¬ 
ries as a cash crop for Morgan 
county, a group of busincssmi 
repiesenting the Morehead Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce told the group 
about the possibility of a process¬ 
ing plant to be located in More¬ 
head to serve seven counties. 

A strawberry processing plant 
operated by a major companv 
will be in operation in Morehead 
this summer. 

Counties which have been in¬ 
vited to sell strawberries to the 
plant its Morehead an Rowan. 
Bath. Montgomery. Fleming, Car¬ 
ter. Elliott and Morgan 

Seveial Morgan county farmers 
will sell strawberries to the pro¬ 
cessing plant in late May and 
June this year 

Walter Franklin, a strawberry 
grower and chairman of the Mor¬ 
gan county strawberry committee 
believes that one hundred acres 
of strawberries will be set in 
Morgan county in March. Mr 
Franklin is taking orders for the 
strawberry- plants which will be 
ordered by the county committee 
at cost to the farmers. The plants 
will cost $12 a thousand for virus- 
free plants wnh a $2 deposit pci 
thousand at the time the order i* 
placed. 

Seven community meetings ana 
one county wide meeting will be¬ 
held by the county agent the last 
of December and the first ot 
January. It is recommended that 
a new grower start with from 
one-half to one acre It lakes 
2.000 plants to set one-half acre 
and 4.000 plants to set one acre. 
Orders of 1.000 plants or more- 
will be taken by the committee 

Two hundred acres of straw¬ 
berries could probably bring a 
$150,000 income to Morgan county 
farmers. Last year Pulaski county 
went from a $4,000 ncome to over 
a $100,000 income from straw¬ 
berries.

New Treasurer Is 
Morgan Countian; 

Won By 156,088

FRANKFORT. Ky, Dec. 10- 
Rack in 1920. a gangling mountain 
boy of 17 started his banking ca¬ 
reer as bookkeeper at the Com¬ 
mercial Bank of West Liberty, at 
the modest salary of $600 a year. 

On January 2, as the new State 
treasurer of Kentucky, he will 
h* > ip to handle half a billion dol¬ 
lars annually, at a salary of 
$9,000 a year. 

In that capsule lies the career 
of Henry Hcrwes Carter to date. 

He is a hail-fellow-well-met 
cl ap. He never before ran for 
public office. He is rooted ances¬ 
trally to the beginnings of Mor¬ 
gan County. And he dabbles in 
various side projects calculated to 
yield a profit. 

As State banking commissioner, 
for example, he has been a resi¬ 
dent of Frankfort since 1948. But 
he owns and runs a 1,000-acre 
farm in the north end of Morgan 
County. It lies in the watershed 
of Licking River; and were you 
to send a piece of mail to the 
farm, you'd address it to Zag, Ky. 

Carter hasn’t been over all his 
acreage yet, but is highly familiar 
with certain salient features of 
it—such as a burley base which 
the last cut brought down to 5.7 
acres, a herd of purebred Here¬ 
ford*. several boundaries of mar¬ 
ketable virgin timber, a deposit 
of fire clay and the makings of a 
limestone quarry'. 

He also owns a rig that drills- 
oil and gas wells for the Colum¬ 
bia & Fuel Corporation. He is a 
one-third owner of a gasoline- 
distributing company whose ter¬ 
ritory is Morgan, Wolfe and 
Breathitt Counties 

Carter’s real career, however, 
lies wholly within the banking 
business. And his real side in¬ 
terest is not farming, or Here- 
fords, or distributing gasoline. It 
is politics He has been neck-deep 
in politics all his life, even though 
the office of treasurer is the first 
one he ever ran for. 

Carter’s paternal line runs back 
to old King Carter, the fabulous 
landlord and overlord of Colonial 
Virginia. The line was brought 
to the valley of the Licking by 
Joe Carter, a Revolutionary War 
soldie. whoso grave on Grassy 
Creek was rededicated not long | 
ago. This Carter was one of the 
first settlers in Morgan County. 

Joe Crater’s grandson, Dr. Wil¬ 
lis Green Carter, was the first 
physician in Morgan County; and 
Henry Carter is the physician's 
great-grandson. 

Edmund Wells, from whom 
Carter sprang on his maternal 
ide. built the first house in what 
is now West Liberty. 

His grandfather. John Scott 
>r, was at various times sher¬ 
iff and jailer of Morgan County. 
His father. Will Carter, has been 
assistant foreman in the County 
Road D< partment for several | 
years. 

Lynn Wells, a cousin, has been | 
County judge. County attorney 
and State representative And i 
his uncle-by-marriage. Ren F 
Nickell. has been County clerk or 
County attorney for 44 years, with 
the exception of one term 

But Cartel's immediate mentoi 
in politics has been, and is, his 
uncle-by-marriage, C o r t i s K 
Stacy, cashier of the hank when 
Carter started to work 35 years 
ago. now its president, and mem¬ 
ber of the State Senate for eight 
years. 

Carter was bom August 20. 
1903. on a farm at Malone When 
he was 2. his parents moved to 
another farm on the outskirts of 
West Liberty, onto which the 
town since has grown. His moth¬ 
er. now- dead, was the former 
Alice Wells. 

He was graduated from Morgan 
County high school in 1919, then 
took a one-year course at Bowling 
Green Business University. 

Returning home, his first job 
was to hold the rod for the sur¬ 
veying crew that mapped out the 
road from West Liberty to Index 

But he had his eye on the bank 
—-so much so that he worked the 
first few months for nothing. 
Then he went on the payroll at 
$50 a month, and there he re¬ 
mained for 14 years. 

Carter was assistant cashier 
when he resigned in 1934 to be-j 
come assistant examiner for the 
Federal Deposit Insurance Cor- 1 
puration. He was assigned to | 
Kentucky and Missouri, and field 
the post until 1941. 

He resigned from F.D.l.C to j 
become cashier of the Peoples 
State Bank and Trust Company

Earle C. Clements, then Gover¬ 
nor, appointed Carter as State 
banking commissioner on April 
13, 1948. Governor Lawrence W. 
Wetherby reappointed him, and 
Carter served until June 10, 1955, 
when he resigned to enter the 
Democratic primary for treasurer. 

Carter won handily. He car¬ 
ried all but 29 counties in the 
primary, defeating Aubrey H. 
Childress of Princeton by 47,086. 
In November, he defeated his Re¬ 
publican opponent, Hugh C. Stee¬ 
ly of Williamsburg, by 156,088. 

Carter was married in 1931 to 
the former Alma Jones of West 
Liberty, a schoolteacher. They 
have two children. John Scott 
Carter, 14, a freshman at Elkhom 
High, and Alice Ann Carter, 12, a 
Seventh Grader. 

As treasurer, Carter’s primary- 
responsibility will be to receive 
and deposit some $250,000,000 a 
year of State collections from all 
sources. His next responsibility 
will be to write the checks as the 
money is spent by the various 
agencies. 

In late years, however, the 
treasurer's duties have grown 
with the complexity of govern¬ 
ment. For example, he also will 
be: 

Custodian of securities for ail 
State agencies. 

Divestment officer as well as 
a member, of the State Invest¬ 
ment Commission and the State 
Fire and Tornado Insurance Fund. 

Member of the Teachers Re¬ 
tirement Board of Trustees, the 
County Debt Commission and the 
Governor’s Cabinet. 

And, to fill his spare moments, 
he will maintain the withholding 
accounts for Social Security and 
U. S. Savings Bonds bought by 
employees.

The following information on 
soil samples tested on farms in 
Morgan county last year reveal 
some interesting statitical infor¬ 
mation according to the Morgan 
County Agent. 

Or all the soils tested for pas¬ 
ture, alfalfa and corn production. 
33 1/3% were strongly acid, 

58 Vi% were moderately acid or 
too acid for the proper use of soil 
fertility for these crops. Of the 
soil samples tested for these crops, 
41% tested low in phosphorus, 
and 41% teted from low to very- 
low in potassium, while 25% test¬ 
ed only medium in phosphorus 
and potassium. 

From the soil samples tested 
for tobacco land 21% of the sam¬ 
ples tested showed strongly acid, 
and 69% teted moderately acid, 
while 10% tested slightly acid, 
which is the desirable range for 
tobacco for proper use of fer¬ 
tility. 

The farmer needs to get more 
production from cash crops, feed 
crops, pasture and hay. He can 
do this through the use of ferti¬ 
lizer and lime. 

The use of fertilizer and lime 
has helped increase the value of 
cevry farm on which it has been 
used by providing improved pas¬ 
ture and hay and an increased 
income with which to improve 
buildings and fences on the farm. 
Farm fertility is always a sound 
investment

The Gevedons have probably 
sent out more teachers than an} 
other family, as well as preach¬ 
ers. other professionals, and men 
and women of business qualities 
We stand in defense of the Geve¬ 
don family as a whole without 
fear of success contradiction.
